Dr. W. D. Albright, admissions 
officer, stated today that over 
1700 full time students should en- 
roll for the spring term, including 
some 100 or more freshmen and 
approximately 450 new students 
all tecrether, 

‘An increased enrollment in the 
spring is the best evidence that 
the college is growing, because 
the norma! procedure is to lose 
enrollment instead of to gain in 


the spring,” remarked Dr. AIl- 
bright. 
Students are reminded that 


registration takes place in Doug- 
lass Hall, and that no one will be 
admitted before that time stated 
in his line card. The yellow regis- 
tration booklet should be filled 
out by this time, except for sec- 
tion number, time and instructor 
in sectioned classes, on pages 1, 
2, 3, and back of page 4.

An X-ray is part of the phy- 
sical examination for college 
entrance and is required of 
all entering students, Every- 
one enrolled at the college 
must have this service per- 
formed at least once each 
year.
